For Lord's Sake Don't Call Mel 

Newsweele recently printed a letter from one of 
Jts readers, John J. Wicker, Jr„ which began: "Every- 
body Is In favor of economy; everybody la in favor of 
reducing taxes— but— and this 1b always a big BUT— 
everybody wants the economy applied somewhere 
else." 

Mr. Wicker then said this situation reminded him 
of an old British Army marching song which went 
about as follows: 

"Call out the Army and the Navy 
Call out the blooming rank and file 
Call out the good old Territorials 
They'll face the danger with a smiie. 
Call all the old battalions that made 

old England free — 
Call out my father, my brother, or any other 
But, for Lord's sake, don't call met" 
That attitude has been dominant for 20 years. 
We've finally reached the point-where, If we are to 
have honest and economical government, which is as 
essential to *6ur security and survival as military 
power itself, they're going to have to call you! *" 

* * * 

The Right Road 

A rising tide of interest has been shown in recent 
successful experiments in the feeding of livestock to 
■produce a commercially more valuable animal. The 
results were publicized by the American Meat Insti- 
tute, and were based upon work conducted both by 
that organization and by universities. 

The new method of feeding involves the addition 
of inexpensive animal fats to the protein element 
which is a normal part of the diet fed cattle and hogs. 
This would be of small value, of course, if it added 
weight to the animals only in the form of fat But 
that has not been the case. As the Washington Times 
Herald puts it, "A rather unexpected result of the ex- 
periments was that feeding fats produced, not fatter 



animals, but animals with a higher proportion' of lean 
meat, a quality that Increases their market value. If 
practice in the feed lots of the nation confirms these 
findings, another of the livestock Industry's .present 
problems may' be solved. Petroleum' products are 
rapidly j ousting tallow as a soap making material. 
Animal fats are consequently selling at such low 
prices that they could be added to supplement feeds 
without Increasing the cost of the mixture." ' 

The. Times Herald went on to describe other re- 
cent achievements In the field of agricultural research 
affecting cotton and corn production. The point Is 
scientific developments and experiments can "trans- 
form the work of farming no less than the work of 
industry. This, rather than endless government- sub- 
sidies and interference with the free market, points 
the way to a sounder and more stable farm economy. 

* * • 
Don't Stint the Feed! 

"You don't make milk by stinting on the feed.** 

That was the theme of a recent address by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Weeks in which he dealt with 
the financial problems of regulated business. This 
top official said, "If the regulated industries are to 
render their full services to the nation, it is my 
judgment that the regulatory bodies must allow 
earnings adequate to attract and support the equity 
capital they can use effective*/ for economies, im- 
provement and growth . . . the courage and Inven- 
tiveness that risks great sums for improvements and 
economies in the future docs not naturally emerge 
from men who have not the credit to raise the money 
nor (he assurance that they would be allowed a 
return on It when their dreams come true." 

The railroads are a perfect case In point Over 
many years the return on their Investment has aver- 
aged four per cent and in some years It has been 
much smaller. Thus, they have not found it pos- 
sible to attract the capital they need for the im- 
provement and expansion to better serve the ship- 
pers and travelers of this country. 

The railroads have carried on a billlon-a-year 
improvement program by drawing heavily on "their 
reserves and by sharply increasing their obligations. 
But It is obvious that there is a limit to how far 
they can go In that direction. 

The only solution, and it Is a solution which 
is purely in* the public interest, is to permit them 
earnings sufficient to attract the necessary capital 
— in other words, to stop "stinting on the feed."
